There is a total of about l>,.500 miles of 
lake coast autl river navigation, broken 
only ill two iilnces. (7). That the two 
breaks in (|ncslion are upon the Circat 
Slave and Athabasca l ivers, the lirst being 
now overcome by a twenty miles wagon 
road from Fort Smith soutiiward on the 
Great Slave River, and the latter being a 
stretch of70 niilesoiithu Athabasca. of (|uus- 
tionablo navigation above Fort McMur- 
ray, d(jwn which the Hat boat.s or scows 
descend, but cannot a.scend, and which 
about 50 miles of wagon road would over- 
come, while some iniprovoinent of the 
rapids might render the whole river 
navigable. (8). That with suitable 
steam crafts this river and lake naviga- 
tion niiiy be connected with Victoria and 
Vancouver, Ijy way of the inontli of the 
river Mackenzie, tlie Arctic ( >ceaii and 
Beliring's Straits and Sea, and it is now 
connected, on tiio south, l)y !JU miles ol 
wagon road betweed Atbabasc:i and Kd- 
inonton, with navigable water in the Sas- 
katchewan River. 

A chapter of the report is devoted to 
Hudson's Bay exploration. It is pointed 
out that Hudson's Bay was discovered by 
Henry Hudson in 1010. It extends from 
51" to t!3" of North Lat itnde, a distance of 
825 sUtuto miles in length, and from 78" 
to Of)" of West Lougitiide, a distance of 
about tiuO stat utc niile.-i inbreailth. Hutl- 
. son's Strait is aljout 500 statute inilcs in 
length and 100 in breadth. A sketch is 
furnishud of each of their expeditions, at 
the expense of the Dominion (oivern 
ment. The lirat.in 1884, cost S:i7,287.57 : 
the second, in 1885, cost $53,938.40; and 
the third, in 1886, $29,710.05, and , 
084.07 incidental expenses in 1887, mak 
ing a total of $122,020.00. 

In a note to the table .showing the 
length, localities and tarill's of (ioveni- 
ment telegraph iiiies it is stated that in 
proportiim t(i |io|inlal ion Canada eiijiivs 
greater tclegrapliic a(.'conniioilat itiii than 
any other I'ountry in the world, 
there being within the Doniiuiiu\ one 
station to every 1,'.I14 persona, as con- 
trasted with one to every .'i,700 persons in 
the United States, and one to every U,50S 
persons in Great Britain. 

Canada is the largest of the British pos 
sessions.
